BANDITS ESCAPE

Somerville, N. J., October 16.—(A). 
The eight mail bandits who killed a 
postal employee and obtained $151,700 
in cash at Elizabeth have escaped the 
cordon of 500 state troopers, police 
and volunteers thrown around a 180- 
mile area of the Watchung mountains. 
Major Mark Kimberling tonight or- 
dered the men in and admitted that the 
bandits had made a getaway. 
PAYMASTER HELD UP 
AS TROOPS SEARCH. 

Somerville, N. J., October 16.— 
While the armed forces of the state 
of New Jersey patrolled every road 
in a war against bandits, four holdup 
men today held up a paymaster near 
Newark and robbed him of a satchel 
containing approximately $1,500. 

The audacity of the criminals 
amazed siate officials, who have called 
out bundreds of troopers and police 
In a war of extermination 
the drug-crazed gang of bandits which 
culminated a long series of holdups 
and murders with a $150.000 mail 
truck robbery at Elizabeth Thursday, 
killing the driver of the mail truck and 
wounding three others. 

Four bandits trailed the paymastcr’s 
light. touring car to a deserted spot 
m the Newark meadows. ‘They drew 
alongside in their big sedan, forced him 
to stop, and holding pistols to his

Mr. Bennett’s letter follows: 

“Dear Governor: I have been ap- 
prised by you of the findings which 
you have made upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Fulton county grand jury, 
I wish to express my gratification at 
your conclusions, 

“When these charges were first 
made I answered each of them briefly 
but specifically. 

“Unfortunately the feeling of the 
people naturally engendered by reali- 
gation of their losses has been arti- 
ficially multiplied by political strife. 
Confidence in the protection of the 
system of inspection contemplated by 
the law has been impaired. Legitimate 
banking interests have suffered and, 
however vigorous may be my efforts 
and however patriotic may be my pur- 
pose, this impairment of confidence 
hinders the proper functioning of the 
department.

“Under these circumstances, I can 
hot and will not allow my personality 
to stand in the way of the function- 
ing of the banking department for the 
best interests of the state. I have 
given the best years of my life to this 
cervice. [ have been led by the purest 
and most uvselfish motives, seeking 
only the development of the state I 
have had no interest directly or indi- 
rectly in any of the Manley enter- 
nrises. It my purpose to tender 
within 90 days, or 
earlier. if I ean complete the reorgun- 
ization and ihe reopening of a number 
of banks now in process of organiza- 
tion.

“During the war, of course, there 
was a great sentiment in America to 
help the allies and do what we could 
for our friends in Europe and. un- 
doubtedly, we did our part. After 
the war was over some American 
travelers in Europe made statements 
as to what we should do in regard 
to cancelling the international debt 
and other matters that were merely 
expressions of private opinion, loose- 
ly conceived and ill-advisedly made, 
not reflecting in any way the atti- 
tude of our government, but it is easy 
for the man in the street to mistake 
the statement of a common citizen 
for the attitude of his government. 

“The foreign press has reflected 
these statements and the European 
politicians have tied themselves to 
them, in order, in part, to avoid their 
own responsibility. The result is that 
there is a general idea in France that 
we have all the money in the world 
and that we made it out of the war 
and that we did not do our part in 
the war rears.” 

Cancellation Impossible. 

“The result is that due to this mis- 
taken and misleading propaganda the 
average eitizen of England and France 
believes that we should cancel inter- 
national indebtedness because we did 
not do our part in the war. There 
may be a good many arguments on 
both sides of the question but when 
the people of the United States are 
expected to cancel their honest in- 
ternational debts on the grounds that 
they did not do their part it makes 
it impossible for us to do anything. 

“Certainly no patriotie, country- 
loviag American ean consider for one 
moment the cancellation of interna- 
tional debts on the basis that we did 
not do our part in the war, for we 
not only did our part but we saved 
the situation when we came in and 
if we now cancel these debts it looks 
we were plead’ag guilty to an indict- 
ment. Aside from this, though, there 
is an underlying graver proposition. 
There is a good deal of unemployment 
in England and in Europe labor is 
finding difficulty in meeting the in- 
creased cost of livrag with steady 
employment and adequate wages. We 
have closed our doors to European 
immigration, legislation that met with 
my hearty approval, but at the same 
time European labor thinks we have 
closed the door of opportunity to them 
to come to the only country in the 
world that they think would give them 
golden opportunity. 

High Custom Tariff. 

“On the other hand, at the close 
of the war we have adopted the high- 
est customs tariff against the imports 
eoming from Europe that has ever 
been on the statute books. We have 
practically closed the door to FEuro- 
pean importation and they feel that 
we have not only prevented their 


coming in person but that we have 


closed our markets to the sale of 
the products of their toil and it leaves 
hard feelings in its wake. The Eu- 
ropean countries that owe us money 
and buy our meat, our wheat and 
our cotton cannot pay us in gold 
as they have not the gold to pay us. 

“In my judgment, unless we reduce 
our tariff duties to a reasonable com- 
petitive basis and open the doors to 
some fair amount of “Furopean im- 
portations, that we will not only be 
unable to collect our debts but we 
will destroy the market for the great 
agricultural products thet we have al- 
ways seat to Europe. That question 
is a far more serious economic one 
than the circulation of foreign in- 
debtedness.”

In discussing soils adapted to to- 
bacco in Georgia, Westbrook also i+ 
sued a warning . bout farmers in -eec- 
tions that are not suitable to tobacco, 
attempting to plant the weed. 

“It has come to my attention,” says 
Westbrook, “that farmers in prac- 
tically every section of Georgia are 
planning to try tobacco next year 
without investigating if their soil is 
adapted to its growth. So far, ex- 
periments have shown that only cer- 
tnin south Georgia ccunties have aoil 
adapted to produce tobacco in paying 
quantities and for farmers in other 
sections, even in south Georgia and 
especially in north Georgia, to attempt 
to grow the plant, means that they 
will undoubtedly meet with reverses. 

“The State College of Agriculture 
has prepared an exhibit of tobacco 
that is being shown throughout the 
fairs of the state and because this ex: 
hibit has been :hown in some of the 
north Georgia fairs, especially at At- 
lanta, the impression has been gained 
that the success of tobacco in south 
Georgia might be duplieatee in any 
section of the state. This is error. 
The exhibit was wrepared to show 
how- tobacco may be grown profitable 
in south Georgia and to indicate to 
farmers in other sections who desired 
to come to the tobacco belt just what 
is required to grow good tobacco. Jt 
was an educative exhibit. 

“The slump in the price of cotton

in Georgia is deplorable, and the 
farmers may take it as @ warning 
that a like overproduction in tobacco 


will cause a repetition of that condi- 
tion in the tobacco belt. 

“In 1926 the tobacco acreage was 
cut to approximately 60,000 acres 
which produced 50,000,000 pounds 
that sold for $10,000.000 and it is safe 
to say if the state is to continue to 
get a profit out of tobacco growing, 
the acreage must be held down and the 
quality held up, which means intensi- 
fied cultivation.” 

Mr. Westbrook says the tobacco ex- 
hibit shown at Georgia fairs has 1t- 
tracted much attention. 

“The tobacco exhibit put on at the 
Southeastern fair this year by the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture.

How Nerves Break Down. 


We heer much abeut our nervous 
svtstems these dars without under- 
standing. except in a vague way, what 
it is all ahout. It has remained for 
Dr. Wilfred Trotter of the Univtersitr 
College of London to offer an easy to- 
grasp explanation. 

The nervous system, he sars in the 
November Popular Science Monthly, 
is like the electric wiring in your 
house. All the nerves which reach 
out from the brain to the various parts 
of the body are insulated from other 
bodily tissues as carefully’ as honse 
wiring is insulated by the electrician. 

When this insulation breaks down 
we suffer pain, says Dr. Trotter, just 
as a break in electrical insulation 
may start a fire. Thus when a nerve 
is ent so that its fibers touch other 
tissues, we feel the pang of the con- 
tact. One of the most painful of all 
sicknesses results from the genera! 
breakdown of this insulation of the 
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Creases Don’t Stay. 


Why won't trousers stay creased? 
Every mean asks this question when he 
sends them to the tailor. A scientific 
explanation new has been given by 
the British textile industry, which re- 
cently made investigations into the 
behavior of various fibers used in 
making clothes. As told in tie No- 
vember Popular Science Monthly, it 
is this: 

The fibers of the cloth, especially 
wool fibers, absorb meisture. When a 
hot iron is applied to the cloth it 
produces a crease by bending the 
fibers artificially at a sharp angle; 
but at the same time the heat dries 
the fivers so that they remain in their 
bent position, maintaining the crease 
for some time. When the fibers get 
damp again, in wet weather or 
through perspiration, they absorb @ 
little water and swell slightly. at the 
same time returning to their straight 
or wavy form. The artificial kink pro-

Bulldogs

Athens, Ga., October 16.—Ex- 
hibiting superiority in every de- 
partment of the game, Furman’s 
Purple Hurricane out-rushed and 
out-crushed the Georgia Bulldogs 
here this afternoon, winning 14 to 7. 

It was a realizing of dreams held 
by Furman in all ¢he years of foot- 
ball history betweeh the two institu- 
tions. Coach Bill Laval, who hus pi- 
loted the Hurricane for the past 11 
years, had met the Bulldogs on five 
previous occasions, and his team had 
been lowered in defeat. Bitter, it was, 
twice, 

Before the game Coach Laval had 
boasted a team of more _ potential 
strength than the teams of old and 
this came to pass this afternoon. The 
Hurricane had risen to heights of 
which they were capable and were not 
to be stopped, try as hard as the 
Bulldogs may. It’s an old, old story, 
for the Georgians. 

All the praise must go to Furman. 
Net only did they show flashes hut 
from the beginning of the game 
exhibited football of the highest class, 
maintaining this throughout the after- 
noon. kurman’s play was a tribute 
to Coach Laval. 

Everything was lacking when the 
Bulldogs’™play is considered. All week 
the Red and Black, had been going 
about their tasks with a diffident sir, 
and had not regarded the Hurricane 
for its worth. The line play of the 
Red and Black was the most miser- 
able seen here in many a day, and 
the secondary defense caused no in- 
spiration in the least. 

Georgia lacked punch and drive and 
other requisites for a smooth ma- 
chine. Seeming appearances were that 
the locals were awaiting to be top- 
pled over, and the medicine adminis- 
tered by Furman might be hard to 
take, though just it is. Today’s game 
will either make or break the season 
for the Bulldogs, and let us hope for 
the better. The showing of the Bull- 
dogs recalled the Tennessee game of 
last year in every way. 

Make or Break. 

Coordination in the Furman back- 
field with the line hurling itself ter- 
rifically agarast the Bulldogs, along 
with excellent generalship, were fea- 
tures of the Hurricane this afternoon. 
Generalship was a big factor in their 
showing. Rawl handled himself in a 
most pleasing style. 

The Bulldogs never threatened in 
the first half, only once did they in- 
vade Furman territory, and this time 
reached the 48-yard mark. Furman’s 
edge was wide in this half, for vari- 
ous reasons, the Bulldogs not pulling 
their forces together. 

This first quarter was featured by 
exchanges of punts, with neither team 
creating an appreciable stir. Both 
teams had registered only one first 
down and were fighting an evea bat- 
tle.

But, of course, 
they eouldn'’t be held responsible for) 
the actions of the manager.

Gene Tunney wou'd knock him ont 
in a few rounds. Tunney is much bet-

Paris, October 16.—(4)—Boxing 
experts, referees and boxers who wit- 
nessed the first showing of the mo- 
tion pictures of the Dempsey-Tunney 
championship fight at Philadelphia to- 
day were agreed that Jack Dempsey 
would never have received worse than 
a draw had the fight been held in 
Paris. 

“You could never have found three

—“sHE appalling arson murder 
Oren, committed by William S. 
Wee Ford in Brooklyn three 
M i years ago stands almost 


alone among cases of its 
kind, not only because of the 


roy 


crime, but because Justice was able 
Yo triumph. Usually in cases of this 
sort it is almost impossible to gain 
& murder conviction because almost 
invariably the murderer ts able to de- 


‘stroy the evidence. The flames that 
consume the victim consume also the 
traces of arson. 

But in the case of Ford, who set 
fire to a house to kill his father-in- 
Jaw and burned to death five other 
occupants, Justice had little to worry 
about. While there was no evidence 
of arson at the scene of the crime it- 
self, the man himself had told com- 
panions of his intention and had en- 
listed their aid. He had talked of his 
Schemes for doing away with his en- 
‘emy and had once publicly threaten- 
ed to kill them. 

' The circumstantial evidence in this 
case was too overwhelming to ignore, 
sand Ford went to the death house.

On October 15, 1923, just before 
Gawn, a disastrous fire swept through 
a three-story frame dwelling in the 
Bath Beach section of Brooklyn and 
fatally burned six of the sixteen per- 
sons asleep in the building. The 
flames spread so swiftly the victims 
dhad no chance. Because of this cir- 
cumstance a fire chief became suspi- 
cious. 

This story relates what that suspi- 
cion. led to. 

The building was situated at 8417 
49th avenue, and was owned by Mrs. 
‘Anna Andrews, one of the occupants. 
The flames seemed to have started on 
the ground floor and had gained con- 
‘siderable headway before two neigh- 


The late Ruzina Weichart 
heard ominous

wood and came running to 
arouse the occupants. 


Victims Found. 


They pounded frantically 
wpon the rear door and 
shouted at the top of their 
voices. But the flames were 
too swift. Before the fire- 
men could subdue the 
blaze six persons’ had 
died and as many more 
‘had sustained severe 
‘burns or injuries. 


On the top floor the firemen 
found Marjorie Andrews, daughter of 
the landlady, and Rozina Weichart, a 
servant, dead, clasped in each other’s 
arms at a window. They had evi- 
dently been on the point of jumping 
to the ground together when they 
were suffocated. Charles Andrews, a 
son, was found dead on the floor of 
his room next door, and in another 
room was the body of Pancho Fow- 
ler, a Mexican oil prospector. 

On the floor below the firemen 
came upon the charred bodies of Miss 
Lillian Andrews, a niece of the land- 
lady, and George F. Keim, well-io- 
do playwright and theatrical pro- 
ducer formerly in the real estate busi- 
mess.

e Triumphed— 


Brophy and his associates heard as 
appalling a story of murder and arson 
as the police records of New York 
contain. It was the story of a grudge 
which one man bore another, and 
which had grown so intense that this 
man was willing to satisfy it by setting 
fire to his enemy’s house even though 
fifteen others lay sleeping within. 

Ford’s hatred had been like an 
avalanche which starts slowly and in- 
creases under its own weight until it 
carries all before it. He had married 
Edna Keim in 1914, when he was 30, 
having met her while she was a stu- 
dent at a business school he conduct- 
ed in Brooklyn, and in 1919 he had 
gone into a real estate partnership 
with his father-in-law. 

Two years later the partnership 
had been dissolved when Keim accus- 
ed Ford of underhandedly gaining 
possession of some of the Keim prop- 
erty. The father-in-law brought the 
matier to court and with that the feud 
was on. 

In April, 1923, during a hearing of 
this suit Ford had seized Keim by the 
throat and cried that he would kill 
him. When the two opposing law- 
vers sought to intervene Ford had 
produced a revolver and again flung 


himself at his father-in-law. 


As a result of this encounter Keim 
had filed another suit against Ford, 
charging assault in the third degree, 
and the case had been set for Oc- 
tober 31. 

But this was only one incident in 
the preliminary chapters of Ford’s 
consuming hate. Some of them might 
appear trivial when set down alone on 
paper, but together they formed a 
burden which the man_ evidenily 
found too great for him. 


He resolved to remove his father- 
in-law, thereby removing the possi- 
bility of going to jail for assault and 
at the same time place himself and 
his wife in an excellent position in 
relation to the Keim estate. : Mrs. 
Ford had been mentioned in her 
father’s will, despite her loyalty to her 
husband in the family feud, but Ford 
knew that it could not go on much 
longer without Keim cutting her off 
altogether. 


Hungry for Vengeance. 


He thought of this material side of 
the murder, but, according to Ander- 
son, the man’s chief desire was to de- 
Stroy his father-in-law purely for the 
Satisfaction of it, to appeasé his over- 
powering hunger for vengeance. He 
seemed to find some Satisfaction even 
in talking about it and in discussing 
plans for doing away with Keim. 

Anderson, shivering, half-sobbing, 
declared Ford had suggested to him 
that he waylay Keim and kill him in 
some dark street, giving the murder 
the appearance of having -been the 
accidental work of hold-up men. 
Again, Ford had discussed a plan to 
kill his father-in-law with an automo- 
bile. He said Ford’s car was to be 
used and that Ford had ordered him 
to go down to the vicinity of the 
Keim home and wait for Keim and 
follow him and run him down as soon 
as he attempted to cross the street. 


“Il took the car once and Ford 
went out of town, thinking I was go- 
ing to do it, but I just drove around 
and hada good time,” said Anderson. 
“When he came back and found I 
hadn't done it he called me a lot of 
names and said I was yellow.” 

Then came the plan to set fire to 
the house. According to Anderson, 
Ford had asserted that only Keim liv- 


ed in the building and that nobody 


else would be burned. 

The detectives and fire officials 
iistened to the voung man’s protesta- 
uons and waited for the rest of the 
tory. Now that thev were on the 


trail of the man behind it all, they had 
little interest in the degree of Andere 
son’s guilt or innocence. 

On the night before the fire, fe 
conlipued, he was at Lynchis-hongs

playing cards with Lynch and some 
others when a sedan drove up with 
Ford and another man, named Carlo 
Cancellaro. Anderson said he joined 
them, that they drove around for a 
while and then went to Throop ave- 
nue and Decatur street, where they 
met two girls, Dorothy and Gertrude 
Johns, telephone operators. He said 
they went to Ford’s place and later 
took the girls home. It was after 
midnight when the three men drove 
to Bath Beach. 

“We should have taken those girls 
along as an alibi,’”’ Ford remarked on 
the wav, according to Anderson. 

With Anderson at the wheel, they 
drove to 19th street, near the home 
in which Keim slept. Ford and Can- 
cellaro got out then and took some 
things out of the back—a bottle, a 
can about the size of a two-quart 
paint can and a rope. When Ander- 
son saw these things he became 
frightened, he said. 

The Getaway. 

“T wanted'to call it off,’ he stam- 
mered. ‘I wouldn’t get out of the 
car. 1 was shivering. Ford sneered 
when he saw I was afraid and said | 
was vellow. He said, ‘We’ll show 
you what a couple of real men will 
do,’ or something like that. I felt as 
though I was frozen to the seat.” 


So he remained in the car, he said. 


He was afraid to look around. The 
minutes seemed like hours. After a 
long while he looked and saw a 


sheet of flame licking its way up the 
side of the house. 

“I was frightened. I started the 
car. | wanted to get away trom 
there. I could see the flames in the 
windshield. As 1 started off Ford and 
the other man jumped on the running 
board. Ford said, ‘Step on it, you 
vellow '? | drove fast and when 
we got to the waterfront Ford threw 
the bottle and can into a lot. ‘Then 
Ford left and a little later Cancellaro 
left and 1 was left alone to drive the 
car to the garage.” 


Anderson paused, then cried out 


suddenly: ‘‘All the way to the garage 
1 kept seeing the flames on the wind- 
shield!’”? Then he collapsed, moan- 
ng. 


By the time the young truckman 
had told this story of the affair it was 
again night. He 
was held at the 
firehouse while Fire 
Marshal Brophy 
and the detectives 

ent to  Ford’s 
home. They rang 
the bell and pound- 
ed on the door. 
The clamor arous- 
ed scores, but not 
Ford. Finally they 
climbed a fire es- 
cape and entered 
by a window. Ford 
was in bed, _ his 
head covered with 
blankets.

manded, blinking

He said he hadn’t heard them 
pounding on the door and when 
Brophy refused to believe him he said 
his lawyer had advised him not to an- 
swer the door at night, in view of 
threats against his life. 

Where had he been Sunday night? 
Why, with his wife in Garden City. 

How about the party with the tele- 
phone girls? He said he hadn’t been 
with any girls. How about the card 
party at Lynch’s? He hadn’t been 
to any card party. ‘“‘You’ve got the 
wrong bird,” he said shortly and turn- 
ed as if to go back to bed. But he 
didn’t go back to bed. He got into 
his clothes and accompanied his visi- 
tors to the firehouse.

He Begins to Weaken. 


This was something Anderson had 
not told before. Brophy questioned 
him and he explained that the party 
had gone to the restaurant for some- 
thing to eat before pro- 
ceeding to 19th street. 
Ford listened and pres- 
ently changed his story, 
saying he had been at 
Mitchel field Sunday. 
Agaim he lapsed into 
Silence. The detectives 
had Anderson repeat 
his story. Fosd — sat 
close - mouthed, but 
tinally his rage got the 
better of him. 

‘That 
had = assaulted 
wife!’”’ he shouted. ‘‘He 
beat me up! He caus- 
ed me a lot of trouble. 
I may have said a lot 
of things, but I had 
nothing to do with this 
fire.”’ 

Finally he admitted he had been 
with Anderson and the girls the mur- 
der night, but he would admit noth- 
ing beyond that. He said he had left 
the party early. Later, however, the 
waiter at the restaurant in Benson- 
hurst identified Ford as the man who 
had quarreled with him about the 
checks. The case against Ford seem- 
ed compleie, though Ford insisted the 


police had nothing more to base their 
conclusions on than the Anderson 
confession. 

The police searched diligently for 
Cancellaro, the third man in the mur- 
der conspiracy, but he remained at 
liberty. Indeed, he has never been 
captured.

Street jail to await the action of thé 
grand jury. On the afternoon of 
October 24 Keepers Thomas Fletcher 
and St. Clair Irvine were on an up- 
per tier, when, looking down toward 
Ford’s cell, they noticed blood trick- 
ling from the prisoner’s left arm. He 
had concealed a razor blade in the 
crook of his elbow 
and then folded the 
arm, but the wound, 
while it severed a 
vein, was not seri- 
ous.

Confident in Court. 


Indicted two 
weeks after the 
tragedy, Ford 
was adjudged 
sane the 
lowing April by 
County Judge 
Alonzo Mc- 
Laughlin, and 
May 19, 1924, 
the trial began. 
When he entered the courtroom the 
defendant was all smiles, seeming 
quite confident that he would win his 
freedom. One saw no traces of the 
desperation which had caused him to 
attempt suicide. He appeared to en- 
joy his role of central figure in the 
Case, 

The defense pointed out that the 
whole case of the prosecution rested 
upon the testimony of an accomplice 
and asserted that there had been 
nothing to show that the fire had not 
been accidental. If it could be prov- 
ed the fire was accidental, the jury 


was told, then the indictment could 
not be sustained. 


Assistant District Attorney Joseph 
VY. Gallagher insisted there was

plenty of evidence that the fire had 
been a deliberately executed con- 
spiracy, that gasoline had been used 
to start the blaze, and that Ford had 
berated Cancellaro for not spilling 
enough gasoline “to make the fire 
lively.” 

Justice Leander B. Faber in his 
charge said: “If you believe the de- 
fendant caused the fire he is guilty as 
charged. If otherwise, he is not 
guilty. There are only two verdicts 


DOOMED, HE DIED, BUT 
NOT IN CHAIR 


In addition to being one of the 
few men ever convicted in_ this 
country of first degree murder in 
connection with arson, William S. 
Ford was also one of the few men 
who have died in the death house 
at Sing Sing without sitting in the 
electric chair. His suicide was al- 
most untque in the history of that 
prison. He seized a moment when 
his guard was carrying his supper 
dishes to the kitchen to hang him- 
self if his cell, a month before his 
scheduled execution. In one of the 
letters he left he wrote, “If what 
I feel was equally distributed to the 
world there would not be one hap- 


py face.’’

possible, guilty or not guilty.” 

The jury decided, in fifty-five min 
utes, that only one verdict was pos- 
sible—guilty. Ford himself seemed 


to be the only one surprised at the 
verdict. 


“I'll be able to do a lot of reading 
in prison,” he told reporters later. 
“t’ll read. history and fiction and eco- 
nomics, though I don’t think it will 
be long before I get a new trial and 
a new verdict. 


Ford was sentenced to die in the 
electric chair at Sing Sing the week 
of July 7. He entered the death 
house and occupied a cell between 
those of Joe Diamond and John 
Farina, convicted in the cold-blooded 
West End bank messenger murder 
several years ago. With his en- 
trance into this most dreaded place 
Ford passed out of the spotlight. But 
he had one gesture left. 


Hanged Self In Cell. ' 


He had won several stays and the 
date of execution had finally been set 
for March 19, 1925. On February 
16 he had been given his supper and 
Keeper John Hornet had stepped 
away at 5:25 o’clock with the dishes 
the guards are required to return to 
the kitchen. For a few minutes Ford 
was left out of Hornet’s sight. When 
the guard returned the prisoner was, 
hanging at the end of a twisted sheet 
which had been tied around the bar 
over the cell door. 


Ford was still alive when Head 
Keeper McInerney and Warden 
Lawes arrived a few minutes later, but 
died while the prison physicians work- 
ed to resuscitate him. Ford had kept 
his promise to do it again when he 
saw his chance. 

Warden Lawes found thirty letters 
in the man’s cell, and they indicated 
that he had planned his suicide. for 
weeks. Two were addressed to the 
warden, two to Father McCaffery, the 
prison chaplain, and the remainder to 
friends and newspapers in New York. 
He assured the warden that no guard 
had been to blame, that he~ had 
studied the routine and knew that he 
would be unguarded during the inter 
val while the guard carried the dishes 
to the kitchen. 

“Only one thing will enable me to 
get out of this place and that thing I 
have longed for since the path of lib- 
erty was closed to me,” he declared 
in one of the letters. ‘‘Death will be 
a relief. I’m not afraid to die. I 
have suffered enough under the val- 
ley of the shadow of death. God, 
earth has seemed to me but vague 
and gloomy phantoms. I will seek 
relief to rest under the violets. I feel 
cooler than a March wind. Iam the 
most miserable man living. If what 
| feel was equally distributed to the 
world, there would not be one happy, 
face.”

Belief About Jesus. Faith In Jesus. 


HE objection will be inevitabiy 
raised that this discrimination is 
an attempt to make distinction with- 
out a_ difference. 
But unfortunately 
the illustrations are 
too abundant that 
orthodoxy as to 
doctrine has exist- 
ed along with he: 
_erodoxy as to prac 
tice in many sip 
cere but mistaken 
churchmen. It was 
a strange perver- 
sion of Christian- 
ity in Calvin, who 
gave his sanction 
to the burning of 
Servetus at the _ stake. 

To avoid unnecessary misunder- 
standing, I will say again that the 
doctrines are necessary to. thinking 
human beings, but there has been a 
misplaced emphasis on orthodoxy to 
the neglect of orthoproxy. If more 
stress had been placed on the religion 
of Jesus and the Christlike spirit and 
conduct the doctrines would have 
been saner and truer and freer from 
a lopsided emphasis. 

Mark Twain is quoted as saying 
that as he studied the cathedrals of 
Europe, the points of emphasis in 
the Catholic church seemed to be in 
the following order:.(1) The Church, 
(2) The Virgin Mary, (3) The 
Fathers of the Church, (4) The 
Saints, (5) The Creed, (6) The 
Bible, (7) God, (8) Christ. 

But even if the doctrinal emphasis 
had been rightly placed, it would 
have afforded no_ guarantee’ of 
Christian living, for it is not belief 
about Christ that makes the life 
Christlike, but faith in Christ. It is 
important to have a_ well-defined 
creed, the truer the better, but no 
belief in the doctrines or the sacra- 
ments of the church can save a hu- 
man life. 

Dr. G. T. Rowe, in a recent vol- 
ume, gives an incident which hap- 
pened in the Kentucky mountains 
when a protracted meeting was in 
progress at the Christian church, com- 
monly called the Campbellite church. 

One Craig Tolliver was a dreaded 
desperado, with a very ugly record. A 
committee from the church called on 
the old man and invited him to be 
baptized and join the church. He 
was very approachable and _ said, 
“Yes, I reckon if there is anything 
Tol needs it is religion. Everybody 
says so, and I guess it’s a fact. But 
the trouble is that nobody can tell 
me what religion is, and how to get 
it. The Presbyterians had a meeting 
and talked about election and I guess 
that is all right. I would like for God 
to vote for me, and that is all | know 
about it. Then the Methodists had a 
meeting and they shouted and kept 
up an awful fuss, but the shouting 
didn’t help me any. What I want to 
know is what religion is and how to 
get it. Now you folks say if I go 
into the river and be baptized I will 
get religion, and then | will know 
what it is. Now that is plain; I can 
understand that, and I have made up 
my mind to do it. But mark my 
words, if Craig Tolliver goes dowa

into that old muddy creek and comes 
out of thar and ain’t got no religion, 
you had better take to the woods.”’ 
“| didn’t. You know theories don't 
always pan out in practice.” One is 
always on safe ground, however, to 
assure any man irrespective of his 
past character, that through faith in 
Jesus Christ he will be saved. It may 
ie freely admitted, however, that 
multitudes have been forgiven and 
saved by faith in Jesus Christ who 
did not begin to understand all the 
implications of that faith, for the im- 
plications are that | wholly commit 
my nature to Jesus Christ to receive 
His nature, that I am not merely 


brought to a place of safety, but | am 
brought into a spiritual fellowship 


with God, that I receive the charac- 
ter of Jesus Christ and become at 
heart a Saviour. 

This is the religion of Jesus. 

This is what it means to be saved. 

St. Paul, the greatest interpreter of 
Christianity, telis us, “If any man 
have not the spirit of Christ he is 
none of His.” 

Dr. Rowe in the volume referred 
to in the chapter on ‘“‘The Essence of 
Christianity” writes: “A man may 
belong to the church, b®@ may regulate 
his lite by approved rules of conduct, 
he may diligently perform all tasks 
assigned to him, he may be skilled in 
doctrinal definition, but if he lacks the 
spirit of Jesus he is not a Christian.”

made a confession implicating himself with others as belonging to a 
band of English forgers who had stolen the ‘‘Duchess” to use it as a 
weapon to secure the release ot one of their gang. 


His strange story told how the painting was hidden in England 
for ten years before it was placed in a false bottom of an old wooden 
trunk and brought to America. His contession further revealed the 
trunk to be in a warehouse in Chicago. Wild and incredulous as the 
story seemed detectives followedwup the clew and uncovered the trunk 
and the painting. 


The painting was taken back to England and found to be the 
Original, Placed on exhibition in London it created a sensation. Thou- 
sands thronged the gallery to view it. Shortly after this masterpiece 
was sold to J. Pierpont Morgan tor $150,000 and is now in the Morgan 
collection at Harvard college. 


Thomas Gainsborough, the youngest of nine, was born in 1728, 
in Sudbury, England. His mother, an accomplished painter of flowers, 
encouraged him from the start to paint and the boy was always ahead 
of his lesson. Genius buds at an early age. It is said Coleridge read 
Virgil for amusement, and at the age of ten Tommy Gainsborough could 
paint a portrait that actually flattered the sitter, 


To say Tommy went to London at the age of 15 to learn to paint 
would be stretching the truth. He could paint betore he went there, and 
besides he stayed only two years. The real purpose of sending him there 
was to acquire a polish in the artisttc-atmosphere of the old academy tn 
St. Martin’s Lane, and to gain contidence in his own ability. 


Two days before his death ia 1788 Gainsborough made peace with 
Joshua Reynolds, his greatest contemporary. He was delirious tor 
several hours just before death enveloped him, and his last words inco- 
herently muttered were: “We are going to heaven, and Van Duyck is 
in the party.”

According to Jesus himself, a vital 
faith, a genuine religion is to share 
the love of God for all men, a love 
like that revealed by Jesus. 

John Weslev mamfested his pre- 
eminence as a Christian, as an advo- 
cule of the religion of Jesus in the 
words: “I will not quarrel with you 
about any mere opinion. Only see 
that vour heart be right towards God; 
{Wat you know and love the Lord 
Jesus Christ: that. you love your 
ne'ohbor and’ walk as your Master 
wilked; and I desire no more. [am 
sick of oninions, | am-wearv to hear 
them. My soul loathes this frothy 
food. Give me solid and substantial 
religion: give me an humble and ¢gen- 
tle lover of God and man; a man full 
of merey and vood fruits without par- 
tiality and without hypocrisy; a man 
laving himself out in the work of 
faith, the patience of hope; the labor 
of love. tet my soul be with these 
Christians, whosoever they are, and 
whatsoever opinion they are of.” 

It is the religion about Jesus which 
has produced separation and divisions, 
denominational conflicts, and bitter 
intolerance. It is the religion of Jesus 
which is the unifying power in the 
Christian church. 


Dr. E. Stamey Jones writes: “For. 


at the central place of our experience 
of Jesus we are one. It is Christ who 
unites us; it is doctrines that divide. 
As someone has suggested, if you ask 
a congregation of Christians ‘What 
do you believe?’ there will be a cho- 
rus of conflicting beliefs, for no two 
persons believe exactly alike. But if 
the question is asked, ‘Whom do you 
trust?’ then we are together. If, the 
emphasis in our approach to Chris- 
tianity is ‘what’ then it is divisive, 
but if the emphasis is ‘whom’ then 
we’ are drawn together at the place 
of this Central Magnet. 

“One has the tendency of the cen- 
tritugal and the other the tendency 
of the centrifugal. He is the hub that 
holds together in himself the divided 
spokes.”’ 

The unity and cooperation of 
Christendom are conditioned = on 
where we place the emphasis, on a 
creed or on the Christ. Dr. Charles 
A. Ellwood writes: “First of. all, the 
church must become united within it- 
selt. It cannot preach a doctrine of 
reconciliation successfully unless it can 
illustrate that doctrine in its own life. 
It cannot reunite a world divided as 
long as it remains divided and war- 
ring within itself. It cannot expect 
to bring about the federation of the 
world for peace as long as peace and 
cooperation do not reign within it- 
self. This does not mean that there 
shall not be liberty within the church. 
The unity which the world demands 
of the church is a unity of cooperation 
in the work of saving mankind. Such 
unity will leave liberty in non-essen- 
tials, such as denominational the- 
ological beliefs and ritual. practices. 
The unity of the church in the work 
of redeeming mankind must be a 
practical unity, a genuine brother- 
hood in service, which transcends 
and tolerates differences in these nome 
essential matters.”
